The US Senate’s Russian Aggression Prevention Act [SIC],

ered to bypass NATO and to grant the status of “allied nation” 
to Ukraine [Kiev] independently of NATO membership. By so 
doing, Washington can send troops to Ukraine and thereby 
commit NATO to a war with Russia. 

No evidence 

Notice how quickly Washington escalated the orchestrated 
Ukrainian ‘crisis’ without any evidence of ‘Russian aggres¬ 
sion.’ Overnight we have the NATO commander and US sena¬ 
tors taking actions against ‘Russian aggression’ of which no 
one has seen any evidence.

The only conclusion is that all the 
whores were paid off, for which money 
they are selling our civilization to Wash¬ 
ington’s war, which likely will be nuclear 
and terminate life on Earth.

Self-censorship and official intervention 
on the part of the SABC means the news¬ 
watching public are overwhelmed by 
tear-jerking items about children dying 
or being abducted in West Africa, and 
Ebola patients dying.

A dreadful muddle 

Development and Fand Reform Min¬ 
ister states: “Land reform resolutions 
adopted at the ANC^s elective confer¬ 
ence in Mangaung in 2012 will be imp-

In its policy document the ANC pro¬ 
posed, among other things, that farm 
laborers assume ownership of half the 
land on which they are employed. 

The ^historical owner’ of the 
farm ^automatically retains’ the other 
half. According to the policy proposals, 
with a deadline for feedback by April next 
year, the government would pay for 
the 50% to be shared by workers. This 
money would not be paid to the farm 
owner, but go into an investment and 
development fund, to be jointly owned 
by the parties constituting the new own¬ 
ership regime. 


Workers would have to be ‘Trained” 
on how to manage the farms and keep 
them profitable under their own admin¬ 
istration, including knowledge of seeds, 
cattle, trade and industry, accountancy. 

White Nation Website asks some per¬ 
tinent questions about this hairbraioned 
scheme, which would be a fatal blow 
for food production and supply. 

*Will the 50% “co-owners” also carry 
the debt on the farms they so gleefully 
are going to inherit? 

*Who is going to be responsible for out¬ 
standing bonds still being owed to finan¬ 
cial institutions on the land? 

* Where are the ‘new’ owners going to 
obtain farm implements such as tractors, 
ploughs, trailers. Harvesters,etc for their 
50%? Must farmers ‘lend’ their imple¬ 
ments to their new “neighbours? 

*Who gave the ANC the ‘right’ to ‘claim’ 
farmlands that do not belong to them? 
*Is the ANC also going to hand 50% of 
the empty state-owned land as well as 
land that belongs to ANC fat cats to the 
‘poor’- or is this only aimed at private 
white farmers? 

This impractical scheme is racist 
driven, designed to ruin white farmers 
and will drive SA to disaster, being a 
recipe for starvation and economic sui¬ 
cide, which could lead to a full-scale civil 
war.

China wants Mugabe out 
CHINA has dropped a bombshell on 
top of President Robert Mugabe’s roof 
by openly telling him to relinquish 
power, as a precondition for their 
funding of Zimbabwe’s economic re¬ 
covery. 

The News Leader has obtained details 
and exclusively reveals that the demand 
and push by China, has been behind seve¬ 
ral processes in recent months. 


FIRST, the world is awash with dollars. 
Second, China has $3-trillion in dollar- 
denominated assets. Third, it is being 
done to forestall an economic meltdown 
in the US. 

China^s trade imbalance 

Within less than a year of the Obama 
Administration taking office, China be¬ 
gan to squawk about the declining value 
of the dollar, as it began to experience 
the harmful consequences of US fiscal 
and monetary excesses upon China’s 
dollar-denominated assets, which con¬ 
sist primarily of cash and US Govern¬ 
ment Securities. 

China holds about $1.5-trillion in US 
Government Securities - notes and bonds 
- and an equivalent amount in cash from 
our trade imbalance. Seeing these assets 
erode in value, China has openly criti¬ 
cized the US for its inflationary policies 
of massive deficit-spending financed by 
Federal Reserve monetary expansion. 

In response, China began to float the 
idea of the world shifting either to the 
Chinese Yuan, or else a ‘basket’ of cur¬ 
rencies such as a new international ‘re¬ 
serve currency’. 

Evidence suggests that the US is in the 
process of transferring massive amounts 


China’s position first emerged at the 
beginning of the year, when Finance and 
Economic Development minister Patrick 
Chinamasa visited Beijing and embarked 
on an intensive mission of negotiating for 
an urgent financial rescue package. 
China revealed to Chinamasa that they 
would be interested in bailing out 
Zimbabwe, but only if Mugabe stepped 
down. 

To Chinamasa’s shock, the Chinese re¬ 
vealed that they, like the rest of the world, 
have found doing business in Zimbabwe 
to be unviable, and believe that Mugabe 
has become an ‘‘albatross ” on the coun¬ 
try. 

Information obtained shows that the 
Chinese very tactifully presented their 
position to Chinamasa, through show¬ 
ing him the ways they could bail out Zim¬ 
babwe and clearly stating they had the 
money to provide an urgent rescue pack¬ 
age. 


of gold to the Chinese in order to ap¬ 
pease them, and to bribe China into post¬ 
poning any plans of switching to an al¬ 
ternative reserve currency. 

Suddenly, China’s crusade against the 
dollar appears to have halted, at precisely 
the time that these enormous gold sales 
to China began in September, 2011. 

Here is what William Kaye, a Hong 
Kong hedge fund manager and interna¬ 
tional expert, had to say about the likeli¬ 
hood of this conspiracy: 

“China has been extremely vocal in 
recent years about their displeasure 
with Western monetary policy, particu¬ 
larly that of the US Fed. It would not 
be unfathomable that in the back¬ 
ground a deal was struck in which 
China agreed to keep the Ponzi scheme 
in the US going, in exchange for hav¬ 
ing the opportunity to buy gold at ex¬ 
tremely attractive price levels.”

Mechanics of the Betrayal 
Many people who have lost money in 
gold believe the Treasury and Fed are 
dumping enormous quantities of gold for 
sale, with the intention of dramatically 
lowering its price. Suppressing the gold 
price helps preserve the fantasy that 


GOLD DEAL WITH CHINA TO FORESTALL 
ECONOMIC MELTDOWN 

Is this the deal made with China that will destroy the West? 

REASONS for a secret plan - devised by the US Federal Reserve and 
Treasury Dept on the one hand - and China on the other, with the pur¬ 
pose of transferring massive US gold reserves to China, are set out in a 
lengthy article in America (slightly shortened here) . . . 
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America’s National Debt is manageable, 
that the dollar is stable and that the Obama 
administration is capable of successfully 
managing the economy. Here is another 
observation by William Kaye: 

“A depressed gold price - and this is 
certainly part of the Western central 
planners’ agenda - does signal some¬ 
thing that is entirely false to the world 
at large: that everything is OK and there 
is no problem with fiat currencies and 
the US dollar in particular ... because 
very low gold prices suggest that the 
US dollar is strong, and therefore that 
US Fed policies are sound.” 

Since September 2011, the price of 
gold has been driven down ... accom¬ 
plished through six or more massive 
sales of gold, such as one involving 320 
Tonnes [a Tonne = 2,200 pounds] 
dumped on the Asian Market in April 
2013. 

No one who dumps that much gold 
on the world market is interested in 
maximizing returns, because such a sale 
has the inevitable effect of driving down 
the world price, in this case by $125 per 
ounce, or about 9%! 

This dumping could only have been 
done by a government entity or an enor¬ 
mous bank. Even George Soros was 
never rumoured to have accumulated 
more than 11 Tonnes of gold at any one 
time, so this was clearly not a sale by an 
individual. 

Another interesting feature of this sale 
was that it was on the Asian Market, 
which is the ‘thinnest’ of the three world 
gold markets, since Asia has the least 
number of large buyers. This is another 
indication that the seller was not con¬ 
cerned with maximizing returns. 

Who but the US government would 
act in such an irrational manner and sell 
our valuable assets at a discount? Who 
but China would have sufficient reserves 
to buy such enormous quantities of gold? 

If China were to demand that we buy 
back many of their dollar-denominated 
assets in return for not pursuing an al¬ 
ternate reserve currency - and the Treas¬ 
ury and Fed were complicit in this ar¬ 
rangement - such a transaction would 
have to be disguised as a real ‘arms- 
length’ sale. Hence, the April 2013 dump 
would be exactly how they would ac¬ 
complish such a sale. 

The Conspirators 

No matter what the Federal Govern¬ 
ment eventually claims as its rationale for 
transferring much of our gold reserves 
to China, its actions are treasonable (trea¬ 
sonous) by any reasonable definition. 

The treason is evident in the Obama 
Administration blithely doubling the Na¬ 


tional Debt to $ 18-trillion. It is also ap¬ 
parent in the massively expansionist 
Monetary Policy of the Fed, and the 
Administration’s willingness to transfer 
precious gold reserves to China in an 
attempt to hide its own fecklessness. 
William Kaye was most candid in his 
February 2014 interview with King World 
News: 

“It is a strategy that is mind-boggling. 
It’s difficult to understand why the 
Western central planners would de¬ 
velop a strategy that would intention¬ 
ally see the exodus of gold in very large 
amounts from the West to the East. 
But that’s what we are continuing to see. 
We are seeing real wealth change hands 
at extremely attractive price levels.” 

Another interesting footnote to this 
drama is the fact that in February 2013 
Germany’s Central Bank asked for the 
return of 300 Tonnes of Germany’s gold, 
stored since the 1950s at the New York 
Federal Reserve. The Fed returned 5 
Tonnes, along with a promise to return 
the balance within seven years! 

Clearly, there is a relative shortage of 
gold at the disposal of the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment, which is almost certainly a con¬ 
sequence of Federal Government gold 
sales to China. 

By transferring gold at bargain prices 
to China, and receiving increasingly 
worthless paper in return, the Obama Ad¬ 
ministration may very well have entered 
into what many experts consider to be 
the deal that could destroy the West.

BRICS nations planning a new bank 
to bypass the World Bank and IMF 

LEADERS of the BRICS nations - Bra¬ 
zil, Russia, India, China and South Af¬ 
rica - are set to approve the establish¬ 
ment of a new development bank. 

The BRICS nations, which have com¬ 
bined foreign-currency reserves ac¬ 
counting for 43% of the world's popu¬ 
lation, are seeking greater sway in glo¬ 
bal finance to match their rising economic 
power. They have also called for an over¬ 
haul of management of the World Bank 
and the IMF, which were created in 
Bretton Woods, New Hampshire in 1944. 
The original four BRICS held their first 
summit four years ago, and in Decem¬ 
ber 2010 invited South Africa to join their 
ranks. 

If they announce a BRICS bank, at a 
minimum it will symbolize that they can 
achieve something as a political group, 
and means lots of other things could fol¬ 
low in the future. It also means they will 


have their own kind of special Worl 
Bank. Bloomberg.com (26 March 2013) 

ON 15 July 2014 the BRICS (Brazil, 
Russia, India, China, South Africa) held 
their sixth summit at Fortaleza, Brazil, 
the chosen theme being “Inclusive 
Growth: Sustainable Solutions”. 

The Fortaleza Declaration contains 72 
points of which points 11 to 15 are the 
most pertinent, as they announce the es¬ 
tablishment of a New Development Bank. 
Its purpose as announced in the com¬ 
munique is for the “mobilizing of re¬ 
sources for infrastructure and sustain¬ 
able development in BRICS and other 
emerging and developing economies.” 
The long term goal of the bank is to 
achieve “sustainable and balanced 
growth”. 

The bank will have an initial author¬ 
ized capital of $100 billion of which $50 
billion will be paid by the founding mem¬ 
bers. South Africa’s share will be $5 bil¬ 
lion. Its headquarters will be located in 
Shanghai. One of the bank’s functions 
will be to provide assistance in cases of 
short term illiquidity and to provide a glo¬ 
bal safety net for its members. Currency 
swaps are also envisaged when there are 
balance of payments pressures. 

The BRICS bank has received the 
blessing of the International Monetary 
Fund, thus indicating that it will form part 
of the existing paradigm of debt-based 
money and that interest will be charged 
on all loans. This also raises the question 
as to why the bank is using the US dollar 
as its unit of account, instead of a pool 
of its members’ currencies. 

According to The Daily Bell of 22 July 
2014, the concept of BRICS was origi¬ 
nally created by Goldman Sachs. We 
must therefore conclude that the BRICS 
bank will achieve little in the way of alle¬ 
viating poverty and improving the stand¬ 
ard of living of its respective members’ 
population, but that it will rather serve 
the aims and interests of the international 
bankers headed by the Rothschild em¬ 
pire.

THE war in Ukraine has received scant attention in the Western 
media, in spite of its international portent. Impact must be one of 
the few publications covering this geopolitically significant story.

THE OVESSA ATROCIH 

The campaign against the separatists 
was launched by the ‘Heavenly Hun¬ 
dred’, a fighting group paid and trained 
by Oligarch Kolomoisky.

Civilians killed in Lugansk

city of Lugansk, where Kiev regime 
troops fought pro-Russian forces. 


The organization added that the fig¬ 
ures excluded civilians killed in close 
vicinity of combat zones as well as those 
killed in action. 

Kiev intent on crushing opposition 
The European observers said that the 
situation in Ukraine’s volatile Lugansk 
and Donetsk regions remained tense 
while the Kiev regime continued military 
operations to crush the pro-Russia pro¬ 
tests there. Violence intensified in May 
after Donetsk and Lugansk held refer- 
endums*, in which their residents voted 
overwhelmingly in favour of independ¬ 
ence from Kiev. Hundreds have been 
killed, and tens of thousands have been 
forced to escape to Russia. 4.5 million 
people remain in the conflict zone, ac¬ 
cording to a UN report.

PRESS CONFERENCE 

AN interesting press conference re¬ 
cently give insight into the character 
and mind-set of the people of that part 
of the world. 
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It is recorded as a 31-minute 
youtube video of a press conference 
made on 24 August last featuring 
ALEXANDER ZAKHARENKO a 
senior military and political official of 
Novo Russiya’s now proclaimed in¬ 
dependence entitled ‘Formation of a 
State’.

Separatists winning 

The war in Ukraine has turned in favour of the separatists.

IN the middle of a war zone, Malaysia Airlines Boeing Flight MH17 crashed 
near the settlement of Grabovo in the Donetsk region on July 17, 2014, 
leaving a massive political dispute in its wake. The ^Western’ media im¬ 
mediately leapt into the fray by insisting the east Ukrainians had shot it 
down with a surface-to-air missile . . . 


A full 15 days after MH17 was shot 
down in the middle of an active war 
zone, a clear explanation eluded every¬ 
one. 

Now, Intelligence analysts in the USA 
conclude that Malaysia Airlines flight 
MH17 was shot down by an air-to-air 
missile and that the Ukrainian [Kiev] gov¬ 
ernment had something to do with it. . . 

This corroborates an emerging theory 
postulated by local investigators that 
the Boeing MH17 was crippled by an air- 
to-air missile and finished off with can¬ 
non fire from a fighter that had been 


shadowing it as it plummeted to earth. 
In a damning report dated Aug 3, head 
hned ''FlightMHl 7 Shoot-Down Scenario 
Shifts”, Associated Press reporter 
ROBERT PARRY said, ‘ Some US in 
telligence sources concluded that the 
rebels and Russia were likely not at fault 
and that it appears Ukrainian [Kiev] gov¬ 
ernment forces were to blame.” This 
new revelation was posted on Global Re¬ 
search, an independent research and 
media organization. 

Parry’s conclusion stemmed from the 
fact that - despite assertions from the 


Obama administration - there was not a 
shred of tangible evidence to support the 
conclusion that Russia supplied the 
rebels with the BUK-Ml anti-aircraft 
missile system that would be needed to 
hit a civilian jetliner flying at 33,000 
feet. 

Parry further cited a July 29 Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation interview 
with Michael Bociurkiw, one of the 
first Organization for Security and Co¬ 
operation in Europe (OSCE) investiga¬ 
tors to arrive at the scene of the disas¬ 
ter, near Donetsk. Bociurkiw is a Ukrain- 
ian-Canadian monitor with OSCE who, 
along with another colleague, were the 
first international monitors to reach the 
wreckage after flight MHI7 was brought 
down over eastern Ukraine. In the CBC 
interview, the reporter in the video in¬ 
troduced it with: “The wreckage was still 
smoldering when a small team from the 
OSCE got there. No other officials ar¬ 
rived for days.” 

Bociurkiw said in the interview: 
“There were two or three pieces of fu¬ 
selage that were pockmarked with what 
looks like machine-gun fire; very, very 
strong machine-gun fire.” Parry summed 
up Bociurkiw’s testimony as being “as 
close to virgin, untouched evidence and 
testimony as we’ll ever get. Unlike a 
black-box interpretation-analysis long 
afterward by the Russian, British or 
Ukrainian governments - each of which 
has a horse in this race - this testimony 
from Bociurkiw is raw, independent and 
comes from one of the two earliest wit¬ 
nesses to the physical evidence. That’s 
powerfully authoritative testimony. 
Bociurkiw arrived there fast because he 
negotiated with the locals for the rest of 
the OSCE team, who were organizing 
to come later,” Parry said. 

Retired Lufthansa pilot Peter 
Haisenko also weighed in on the shoot- 
down theory with Parry and pointed to 
the entry and exit holes centered around 
the cockpit. “You can see the entry and 
exit holes. The edge of a portion of the 
holes is bent inwards. These are the 
smaller holes, round and clean, showing 
the entry points, most likely that of a 
30mm caliber projectile. The edge of the 
other, the larger and slightly frayed exit 
holes, show shreds of metal produced 
by the same caliber projectiles. Moreo¬ 
ver, it is evident that these exit holes of 
the outer layer of the double aluminum 
reinforced structure are shredded or bent 
- outwardly.” He deduced that in order 
to have some of those holes fraying in¬ 
wardly, and the others fraying out¬ 
wardly, there had to have been a second 
fighter firing into the cockpit from the 
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airliner’s starboard side. This is critical, 
as no surface-fired missile (or 
shrapnel) hitting the airliner could 
possibly punch holes into the cockpit 
from both sides of the plane. 

‘Tt had to have been a hail of bullets 
from both sides that brought the plane 
down.” 

This is Haisenko’s main discovery. You 
can’t have projectiles going in both di¬ 
rections - into the left-hand-side fuse¬ 
lage panel from both its left and right 
sides - unless they are coming at the 
panel from different directions. “Nobody 
before Haisenko had noticed that the pro¬ 
jectiles had ripped through that panel 
from both its left side and its right side. 
This is what rules out any ground-fired 
missile^^^ Parry concluded.

THE following excerpt from an arti¬ 
cle in the Berlin daily, New Germany^ 
by defence expert, retired Colonel 
Bernd Biederman, offers equally 
sound reasons why the shooting down 
could not have been from a surface- 
to-air missile: 

“THE shooting down of the Malaysian 
Boeing on July 17 in Eastern Ukraine 
“could not have been hit by a surface to 
air defense missile” . 

Had splinters from a surface-to-air 
missile hit the plane, it would immedi¬ 
ately have caught fire, argues the NVA 
anti-aircraft missile specialist. His rea¬ 
soning is because of the “enormous fric¬ 
tional heat that the splinters generate on 
penetrating the fuselage. A single splin¬ 
ter contains the same kinetic energy as a 
40-ton freight car hitting the buffers at 
60 kilometers per hour.” In the case of 
the Malaysian Boeing, scattered fires 
broke out only after the impact with the 
ground, because hot debris from the air¬ 
craft had come in contact with combus¬ 
tible materials.” 

Biedermann is familiar with Soviet and 
Russian air defense technology. He led 
units in the duty officer system in East 
Germany and taught at the Military Aca¬ 
demy in the field of anti-aircraft missile 
troops.

ETN received information from an air 
traffic controller in Kiev on Malaysia Air¬ 
lines flight MH17. This Kiev air traffic 
controller is a citizen of Spain and was 
working in the Ukraine. He was taken 
off duty as a civil air-traffic controller 
along with other foreigners immediately 
after the Malaysia Airlines passenger air¬ 
craft was shot down over the Eastern 
Ukraine killing 295 passengers and crew 


on board. 

The air traffic controller suggested in 
a private evaluation and basing it on mili¬ 
tary sources in Kiev, that the Ukrainian 
military was behind this shoot down. 
Radar records were immediately confis¬ 
cated after it became clear a passenger 
jet was shot down. Military air traffic 
controllers in internal communication ac¬ 
knowledged the military was involved, 
and some military chatter said they did 
not know where the order to shoot down 
the plane originated from. Obviously it 
happened after a series of errors, since 
the very same plane was escorted by two 
Ukrainian fighter jets until 3 minutes be¬ 
fore it disappeared from radar. 
Radar screen shots also show an unex¬ 
plained change of course of the 
Malaysian Boeing. The change of course 
took the aircraft directly over the East 
ern Ukraine conflict region. 

The plane went down two hundred 
miles from where it should have been 
unless Kiev had positioned it there, right 
over the BUK air defense batteries the 
Ukrainian Army had placed to support 
their “not so secret” failed offensive. 
We know that Novorussian separatists 
have only shoulder fired air defense 
weapons with a maximum targeting alti¬ 
tude of 10,000 feet, incapable of shoot 
ing down an airliner. 

We also know an Israeli E 15e with 
APG 70 radar, believed to have been 
configured as an AWAC (Airborne Warn¬ 
ing and Control), left Azerbaijani air¬ 
space. The E 15e with a mission com¬ 
mander in the back seat of this two man 
advanced fighter bomber, the pride of 
the Israeli air force, could have provided 
tracking and targeting data or, if neces¬ 
sary, downed the airliner itself from a 
surprising distance.

They also provided informa¬ 
tion regarding Kiev warplanes trailing 
flight MHI7, the possibility of an air-to- 
air attack on MH17, and inconsistencies 
with air traffic control.

THE Russians are being blamed by the 
Western media for the shoot-down of 
MH17 - they ''have on their hands the 
blood of the 298 men, women and child¬ 
ren whom they killed, ” as Simon Heffer 
says [see page 2 of this Impact] - but 
why would Putin want to shoot down a 
commercial airliner? And if it was an 
accident committed by the east Ukraine 
separatists, as some aver, why would 
Putin allow them to have a weapon this 
powerful without having full control over 
how it was used? Who would murder 
298 people? Who benefits? Why would 
someone do this? 

There is nothing innocent about these 
fabricated stories, particularly when the 
truth, a very different truth, is out there, 
substantiated, validated and verified. 

A few weeks before the crash of 
MH17, another Malaysia Air Boeing was 
hijacked and disappeared, never to be 
found again. All the security and track¬ 
ing measures were disabled, which could 
only have been done by expert hijack¬ 
ers, or by means of remote control. 


Together with Flight MH17, this has 
meant that two of Malaysia’s biggest 
passenger aircraft have been ‘lost’. The 
company has gone into liquidation as a 
result. Why would this company or 
country be targeted for ruination? 

The answer could be two-fold. Ma¬ 
laysia recently held public trials for 
Benjamin Netanyahu and George W. 
Bush in absentia, convicting them of 
war crimes. Furthermore, a few years 
ago when the IMF was trying to impose 
austerity measures on all south-east Asia, 
Malaysia refused, and got through the 
financial crisis without austerity. 


MORE ON 'WESTERN' GOALS 


SOME Western commentators interpret 
the first ceasefire in Ukraine as a victory 
for Russia. The reasoning is that the 
ceasefire leaves Ukraine with disputed 
borders, which rules out membership in 
NATO. 

But will the cease fire hold? Kiev’s 
rightist militias [so-called ‘nazis’] are not 
under Kiev’s complete control. These 
militias could easily violate the cease fire, 
and there are already reports of viola¬ 
tions. Moreover the billionaire oligarch 
installed by Washington in Kiev as presi¬ 
dent of Ulo'aine could violate the cease¬ 
fire on Washington’s orders ... 

To a military strategist the Russian re¬ 
sponse to the trouble that Washington 
has caused them in Ukraine - a part of 
Russia for more years than the US has 
existed - is a mystery. Russia lost Ukraine 
because of its weakness when the So¬ 
viet Union collapsed, and Washington 
forced Russia to permit an independent 
Ukraine, which served Washington’s 
purpose of breaking up the Russian 
Federation. 

Although the western Ukrainians main¬ 
tained an impressive lobby organization 
in Washington and secured their inde¬ 
pendent country, they did not control the 
entire Ukraine because much of the 
country consists of former Russian ter¬ 
ritories made part of Ukraine by Soviet 
leaders in the 20th century. 

Blood ties from intermarriage over 
centuries and tied economic inter-rela¬ 
tionships between Russia and Ukraine 
achieved over centuries essentially left 
Ukraine as part of Russia, where it has 
resided for centuries. 

^Western^ goals 

Keeping Ukraine out of NATO is no 
doubt a goal of the Russian government. 
However, the trouble that Washington 
brought to Russia in Ukraine - by or¬ 
chestrating a coup, installing a puppet 
government, and unleashing violence 


against the residents of the former Rus¬ 
sian territories that Soviet leaders at¬ 
tached to Ukraine - is being used for 
wider purposes than to incorporate 
Ukraine into NATO. In other words, 
Washington’s strategic goals go beyond 
NATO membership for Ukraine. 

One goal is to break apart the economic 
and political relationships between Eu¬ 
rope and Russia. By using Ukraine to 
demonize Russia, Washington has 
pushed the European Union into impos¬ 
ing sanctions on Russia that disrupt the 
trade relationships and create distrust. 

The distrust serves Washington’s pur¬ 
pose by demonstrating that its bought 
and-paid-for European politicians are un¬ 
willing to have foreign policies independ¬ 
ent of Washington’s. Europe’s lack of 
an independent policy means that the 
Russian government is hampered in its 
use of diplomacy. 

Another Washington goal is to build 
up military forces on Russia’s borders. 
NATO has used the ‘crisis’ to stoke fear 
of Russia in the Baltics and in Poland. 
Washington and NATO generals speak 
of Russian attacks as if it were a fore¬ 
gone conclusion that Russia intends to 
invade Eastern Europe. To protect 
against the ‘Russian threat’, NATO has 
created a ‘rapid reaction force’ and is 
building up supplies of military equipment 
and new bases on Russia’s borders. 
Whatever the outcome in Ukraine, Wash¬ 
ington has used Ukraine to start a new 
Cold War. 

The Western media, a collection of 
government propagandists, has misrep¬ 
resented the situation in Ukraine from the 
beginning. PAUL CRAIG ROBERTS

THE Russian Foreign Ministry, Sergei 
Lavrov, says the US should take respon¬ 
sibility for those whom they put in power 
instead of issuing ultimatums to Mos¬ 
cow. He also criticized statements from 
Western countries and Kiev authorities 
which “invent possible and impossible 
arguments against Russia.” 

Speaking 
about the crisis 
situation in east¬ 
ern Ukraine and 
Kiev’s crack¬ 
down on the 
Donesk region, 
Lavrov said that 
Kiev authorities 
don’t want to or 
maybe cannot 
control the ex¬ 
tremists who continue to dictate the situ¬ 
ation in the country. 

Lavrov said this Kiev-coup-appointed 
regime violated the Geneva agreement of 
April 17, after the 4-sided talks between 
the EU, the US, Russia and Ukraine. 

“The Pravy Sektor (Right Sector) 
group has been running the show in the 
streets of central and western Ukraine, 
and is trying to affect eastern regions.” 
He continued: “The fact that extremists 
started to shoot at unarmed civilians in 
the eastern city of Slavyansk is unac¬ 
ceptable.” 

He also stressed that one of the Ge¬ 
neva agreement’s points was to amnesty 
political prisoners and participants in the 
protests. “Instead of releasing Donetsk 
governor PAVEL GUBAREV, Kiev au¬ 
thorities continue to arrest activists in 
south-eastern Ukraine.”

PRO-WAR CABAL IN V.C. 

IN his new book, ‘‘The Sleepwalkers, ”

SANCTIONS 


HALF a page of the London Daily Mail 
of 23 July was devoted to details of 
^How Europe Relies on Doing Busi¬ 
ness with Russia’. A summary follows, 
giving amounts in British sterling . . 

PUTIN supplies oil and gas to most of 
Europe. If he should react negatively to 
sanctions by turning off the taps, eco¬ 
nomic recovery would be under threat 
across the continent. 

UK: Imports from Russia £6.3bn; Ex¬ 
ports to Russia £3.7bn; Russia supplies 
12% of Britain’s oil. 

GERMANY: Imports from Russia 
£30.3bn; Exports to Russia £28.5bn; 
Russia supplies 35% of Germany’s oil 
and 42% of its gas. 

HOLLAND: Imports from Russia 
£22.9bn; Exports to Russia £6.3bn; Rus¬ 
sia supplies 28% of Holland’s oil and 11% 
of its gas. 

FRANCE: Imports from Russia £8.Ibn; 



Exports to Russia £6.Ibn; Russia sup¬ 
plies 15% of Erance’s oil and 18% of its 
gas. 

ITALY: Imports from Russia £I5.9bn; 
Exports to Russia £8.5bn; Russia sup¬ 
plies 25% of Italy’s oil and 38% of its 
gas. 

THIS shows the leverage Russia 
has.It is not just about oil and gas. If 
the Erench fail to honour the order 
for the two helicopter carriers, Rus¬ 
sia could ban all imports of motor¬ 
cars from Germany, Erance and Italy.

PUTIN and Gazprom have acted with 
their usual cool, the direct opposite of 
the ever-threatening West. The Russians 
made no threats for demand payments 
of back debts, because it was known 
that Ukraine was broke. But they did 
draw a line in the sand that current de¬ 
liveries would have to be paid. 

... In a letter to Russia’s 18 EU gas 
customers, Putin put the Ukraine’s non¬ 
payment of its gas bills as a monkey on 
their backs. He put squarely on the table 
that Russia had subsidized Ukraine to the 
tune of $35.4billion while Europe did 
nothing. 

“Russia should not and cannot any 
longer bear the brunt of supporting the 
Ukrainian economy alone, giving it gas 
discounts and forgiving debts. In fact, 
with these subsidies Russia pays for a 
deficit in trade between Ukraine and EU 
member states.” 

So Putin was telling them that payment 
in advance would have to be received 
for all future deliveries, and that Russia 
was not going to be the goat that subsi¬ 
dizes an illegal and violent coup [in Kiev].

THE unilateral US sanctions announced 
by Obama on July 16, blocking Russian 
weapons and energy companies access 
to US bank loans, demonstrate Wash¬ 
ington’s impotence. 

The rest of the world, including Ameri¬ 
ca’s two largest business organizations, 
turned their backs on Obama. The US 
Chamber of Commerce and the Na¬ 
tional Association of Manufacturers 
placed ads in the New York Times, Wall 
Street Journal and Washington Post, pro¬ 
testing US sanctions. NAM said that the 
manufacturer’s association is “disap¬ 
pointed that the US is extending sanc¬ 
tions in increasingly unilateral ways that 
will undermine US commercial engage¬ 
ment.”

Regarding the potential breaking of 
the French contract for the two heli¬ 
copter carrier ships to Russia, this has 
had interesting reactions in France it¬ 
self. Marine Le Pen, leader of the Front 
National is fiercely opposed to sanc¬ 
tions against Russia on account of the 
effect counter-sanctions by Russia 
could have on the French labour 
force.

KIRILL BABAYEV 


WITH a cynical grin, Russian business 
magnate Kirill Babayev told an audience 
of his peers how to inveigle their way 
into the British Establishment. 

The first step, he declared, is to hire a 
few 'grey-haired' members of the House 
of Lords to act as 'consultants' or non¬ 
executive directors of your company. 

Eor just a few thousand pounds a 
month (chicken-feed to the average oli¬ 
garch), they'll usually agree to take a seat 
in your boardroom, Babayev said, pro¬ 
viding an instant boost to a wealthy Rus¬ 


sian's prestige and contact book. 

After that, securing a UK stock mar¬ 
ket listing, signing lucrative deals with 
British firms, or simply getting invited 
to all the right London parties becomes 
a piece of cake. 

This cunning ruse works, Babayev 
added, even if the British peers 'don't 
know a thing about the operations' of 
whatever company they agree to repre¬ 
sent ... 

He was speaking as senior vice-presi¬ 
dent at Alfa Group, a vast conglomerate 
said by Eorbes magazine to have a net 
worth of some 17.5 billion pounds. His 
audience - delegates at a business con¬ 
ference held in Moscow around the time 
of the 2008 economic crash - guffawed 
along with him. 

In London, however, Babayev's com¬ 
ments sparked the very opposite of hi¬ 
larity. A few months later, researchers 
for the Channel 4 programme Dispatches 
were leaked a secret recording of his 
speech. It went to form the basis of a 
sensational 2009 documentary, ‘Lords, 
Billionaires And The Russia Connection’. 

Dispatches laid bare how very rich 
(and often highly dubious) Russian oli¬ 
garchs hqd begun to use extreme wealth 
to buy political influence on these shores. 
Its revelations were deeply embarrass¬ 
ing for, among others, two well-known 
Tory Party grandees. 

Five years after the Dispatches pro¬ 
gramme first lifted the lid on the phe¬ 
nomenon, it seems the Russians are no 
longer at the gates. Instead, they have 
successfully bought comprehensive ac¬ 
cess to our corridors of power ... a host 
of MPs, Lords and even members of the 
Royal family are now on the payroll of 
Russian oligarchs ... They hail from 
across the political spectrum.

LEAVER mOMOISKY 

“AMONG those going into battle from 
the Ukrainian side are some 500 trained 
fighters in the self-declared Azov Battal¬ 
ion, backed by Jewish energy magnate 
and Dnepropetrovsk region governor, 
Igor Kolomoisky,” according to Israel’s 
Ma'ariv Daily. 

A source at Ukraine’s National Secu¬ 
rity and Defense Council, cited by Voice 
of Russia, claimed that “Kolomoisky is 
the most outspoken opponent of the plan 
to settle the situation equitably.” 

In April, Kolomoisky put a $10,000 
bounty on the head of any Russian ‘sabo- 
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teur’ caught, according to the UK’s The 
Guardian, which added that “turning 
over a grenade launcher to Kiev authori- 
ties would net finders $2,000, and 
$1,500 for every heavy machine gun 
handed in.” 

A video is available of Kolomoisky’s 
troops shelling civilians in Gorlovski. 

This Oligarch has 3 passports, 
Ukrainian, Cypriot, Israeli. Not only was 
he responsible for the massacre at 
Odessa, but all along the war route where 
civilians were shelled, burnt with phos¬ 
phor gas, and starved. 
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THIS man is a classic example of a 
Ukrainian-born Oligarch who is helping 
to ruin the region of which he was ap¬ 
pointed in March this year to be gover¬ 
nor.

In 2011 
he founded together with Wasim 
Rabinowitz the English-language TV 
broadcaster Jewish News One. 

He and his family live mostly in Swit¬ 
zerland and Erance. 

His appointment as governor on 2nd 
March 2014 of the Dnep region was a 
sign to the east Ukraine region and the 
Russian government of the Kiev’s inten¬ 
tions. In his first press conference, he 
called Putin insulting names. Pour days 
later, the Moscow branch of the 



PrivatBank was put under Sequestration. 

During the Ukraine 2014 Crisis, this 
oligarch offered to pay a premium of 
$10,000 for every pro-Russian separa¬ 
tist arrested.

MOSCOW’S Basmanny Court has war¬ 
ranted the arrest of Ukrainian oligarch 
and Dnepropetrovsk region governor 
Igor Kolomoisky, the Interfax News 
Agency reports. The court thus granted 
the Investigative Committee’s request for Ko¬ 
lomoisky’s arrest. 

Earlier, the Investigative Committee 
brought criminal charges in absentia 
against Kolomoisky and Ukrainian In¬ 
terior Minister Arsen Avakov.

The BRIGS idea is to is¬ 
sue a joint alternative currency, 
fully detached from the US dol¬ 
lar and its greed economy. 

In the meantime a number of 
other countries would like to join 
the BRICS, including Argentina, 
Venezuela, Iran, Mongolia, 
Malaysia and others, which 
would result in about one 
third of the world’s economic 
output and half of the global in¬ 
habitants. 

This gives the BRICS a profile 
of strength surpassing that of 
the United States and Europe to¬ 
gether. 

It is therefore high time that 
the BRICS proceed to reality with 
their intended alternative cur¬ 
rency, completely detached from 
the dollar and the Wall Street clear¬ 
ing system. The economic viabil¬ 
ity of such an alternative system 
stands about 2 to 3 times higher 
than that of the US dollar. 


Neoliberals are short-sighted. They 
are overwhelmed by greed, instant grati¬ 
fication, and a dream of Full Spectrum 
Dominance, meaning controlling the 
world’s resources, money and people. 
But their caliphate empire is doomed, 
since lies and deceptions work some of 
the time with some of the people, but 
not all the time with all of the people.

IT is rare for the mainstream British press to publish a warning about a serious threat to European civiliza¬ 
tion such as that by DOMINIC SANDBROOK in the London Daily Mail. The well-known historian gives 
expression to the anxieties of most Europeans about uncontrolled immigration into their space. He foresees 
the near future much as Jean Raspail did in his chilling book ^Camp of the Saints \ . . 


T ruly, it is an image of almost Biblical desperation, both 
disturbing and moving. From above, we see [on 28 June 
2013] a boat ploughing through the crystal-clear waters of 
the Mediterranean. Every inch of the deck is packed with 
humanity ... 

Every day, rickety boats set out from North Africa, carry¬ 
ing people who have made the long, desperate journey from 
the war-torn deserts of Libya and Sudan ... 

A torrent of people pouring north towards what they see as 
the sanctuary of the Euro¬ 
pean Union, driven by a 
longing for peace, prosper¬ 
ity, better lives for them¬ 
selves and their children - 
the most basic human de¬ 
sires of all. 

In the past few decades, 
bitter rows about the bene¬ 
fits, costs and conse¬ 
quences of immigration 
have become part of the 
fabric of British public life. 

As a nation, we have 
been arguing about it ever 
since the arrival of the SS 
Empire Windrush, which 


brought some 500 settlers from Jamaica in 1948. And with 
each new influx- from the Indians and Pakistanis who ar¬ 
rived during the Eifties to the Ugandan Asians, the Poles, the 
Bulgarians and the Romanians - the debate has begun anew. 

Unparalleled scale of flow 

Yet, although our politicians routinely promise to impose 
tighter controls on the numbers settling in Britain, the pic¬ 
tures from Italy suggest we have not even begun to grasp the 
unparalleled scale of the flow of humanity across Europe’s 

borders. 

As Italian interior minis¬ 
try officials explained this 
week, the crisis is simply 
without precedent. Already 
some 60,000 people have 
landed this year on the Itali¬ 
an coast, which is almost 
as many as arrived in the 
whole of 2011. 

And thousands more are 
expected during the peak 
migration months of July 
to September - like their 
predecessors - landing in 
poor, crowded harbours 
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and fishing villages in Sicily. 

Meanwhile, in North Africa, thousands of migrants are 
camped outside the Spanish enclave of Melilla, a tiny slice of 
EU territory on the Moroccan coast. 

And on the Aegean, wooden boats bob across the narrow 
waters between Turkey and Greece carrying thousands of 
refugees from the bloodshed in Syria and Iraq. 

Little wonder that the UN warns of a ‘colossal humanitar¬ 
ian catastrophe’ unless European leaders take immediate de¬ 
cisive action. 

... As part of the EU, and signed up to open borders and the 
free movement of people, Britain can hardly pretend that the 
influx of so many migrants will leave it untouched. 

Our Office for National Statistics (ONS) reported that Brit¬ 
ain’s population has smashed through the 64 million barrier 
for the first time in history. In the past year alone, our popu¬ 
lation surged by some 400,000 - the equivalent of adding a 
city the size of Bristol in just 12 months. 

Although the figures show that Britain’s population has grown 
by about ten million since 1954, much of the increase has 
come relatively recently. We have added some five million 
people since 2001, and the ONS estimates that about half that 
figure is due to immigration. 

Despite the Tories’ promise in the last election to bring im¬ 
migration down, the trend seems to be heading in the opposi¬ 
tion direction ... 

Perhaps the most heated row about immigration in our re¬ 
cent history, meanwhile, came in 1972, when Ugandan dicta¬ 
tor Idi Amin expelled his country’s Asian middle class. Most 
of them came to Britain, and though many brought only what 
they could carry in a suitcase, they proved enormously in¬ 
dustrious and successful ... 

The unarguable reality is that unless the situation changes 
dramatically, Britain is likely to be transformed even more 
radically by immigration in the next few decades than it was 
in the last half-century. Our membership of the EU makes it 
much harder to stop people coming in and out. 

Social pressures 

There is no getting away from the fact that large-scale im¬ 
migration inevitably brings social pressures. Many politicians, 
however, are wary of admitting that immigration involves 
anything other than unalloyed sweetness and light, because 
they are frightened of being labelled as 'racists’. 

If people are shouted down as racists whenever they raise 
the issue, then that says something very depressing about our 
democracy. 

What is more, the crisis in Italy suggests that the immigra¬ 
tion debate may well become more, rather than less, urgent 
as the years go by ... 

The terrible conflicts in Libya, Egypt, Syria and Iraq have 
driven tens of thousands of people to find sanctuary - or so 
they hope - in Europe. As populations surge, cities become 
over-crowded, food and water become scarce, and ethnic 
and religious tensions mount, so we may see more vicious 
regional conflicts, such as in countries such as Syria, Iraq, 
Somalia and Nigeria. 

Each summer may bring more arresting pictures from the 
Mediterranean, more reports of sinking boats and drowning 
refugees, more stories of overcrowded camps in Sicily and 
Greece, and more pressure on the overburdened public serv¬ 
ices of the EU’s member states. 

The result would be a vast humanitarian crisis on a genu¬ 
inely terrifying scale. And it is one that the EU, with its dither¬ 
ing leadership, constant bickering and habitual passivity, seems 
woefully unequipped to handle, especially if it ends up being 


run by a non-entity like Jean-Claude Junker. 

An analogy 

There is, I think, a compelling historical analogy. 

In the late fourth century AD, the Roman Empire was the 
greatest civilisation on the planet. But in the summer of 376, 
the historian Ammiamis Marcellinus recorded ‘terrifying ru¬ 
mours spread abroad that the peoples of the north are stirring 
up new and uncommonly great commotions.’ 

On the banks of the River Danube, along the empire’s Bal¬ 
kan frontier, Roman officials reported the arrival of tens of 
thousands of men, women and children, known to posterity 
as the Goths. They had been driven west by another tribe, the 
Huns. Now they begged for shelter inside the Empire. 

The Romans agreed. Across the river, in scenes rather like 
those this summer in the Mediterranean, came the Goths, 
though many were drowned in the desperate rush. 

Many historians believe this was one of the great turning 
points in world history. Erom that moment, as successive 
waves of migrants poured across its frontiers, the Roman 
Empire bent, buckled and finally collapsed completely. 

Perhaps you think this an unduly bleak parallel. Perhaps 
Europe is indeed resillient enough to welcome hundreds of 
thousands of newcomers every year, and perhaps, by some 
miracle, our public services will cope admirably. 

But I am not so sure. Here, I think, may be the defining 
challenge of the 21st century. And on this issue, perhaps more 
than any other, the future of our continent could be decided 


IS EUROPEAN MAN AN ENDANGERED SPECIES? 

A dire warning 

THE transience of glory and the folly of war is the theme 
of an article by PAT BUCHANAN written in the same 
week that the U.N. issued its chart on the population 
growth or decline of every country and continent from 
2012 to 2050. The decline is based on present data . . . 

MOST deeply involved in Crimea’s crisis are Russia and 
Ukraine. Yet looking at the U.N. numbers, there seems an 
element of absurdity in this confrontation that could lead to a 
shooting war. 

Between 2012 and 2050, Ukraine, war or no war, will lose 
one-fourth of its population. Eleven to 12 million Ukrainians 
will vanish from the earth, a figure far higher than the highest 
estimate of the death toll of the horrific Holodomor of 1932-33. 

Russia will lose 22 million people, with her population fall¬ 
ing below 121 million. Every month between now and 2050, 
close to 50,000 Russians will disappear. 

Those who warn that Vladimir Putin is trying to reconsti¬ 
tute the Soviet Union should explain how this is going to be 
done as Russia loses 22 million people, while the former So¬ 
viet republics of Central Asia - Kazakhstan, Krygyzstan, 
Tajikistan and Turkmenistan - together add 22 million people. 

The core of the old Soviet Union - Russia, Ukraine and 
Belarus - will lose together 35 million people by mid-century, 
a figure comparable to the human losses from four years of 
WWII and seven decades of Bolshevik rule ... 

In March 1939, Britain gave a war guarantee to Poland and, 
honouring it, declared war on Germany. That was the end of 
the British Empire. And how did the ‘Good War’ work out for 
Poland? 

Her Jewish population of 3 million was largely annihilated 
and, by some estimates, 3 million Catholic Poles perished. 
Poland then endured four decades of rule by Polish satraps of 
Soviet commissars. VE-Day brought something other than 
victory for the nation for whom Britain went to war. Today, 
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Poland’s population is back to 38 mil¬ 
lion. But on the UN chart, Poland is on 
schedule to lost 4 million Poles by mid¬ 
century. 

While the US’s War Party debates 
where to draw the red line against Rus¬ 
sia, the U.N. projects that the ten coun¬ 
tries on both sides of that line - Russia, 
Belarus, the Baltic republics, Ukraine, 
Poland, Hungary, Romania, Bulgaria - 
will together lose 50 million people by 
mid-century, and another 50 million by 
the end of the century. The fertility rate 
in these ten countries is barely two- 
thirds of what is needed to maintain an 
existing population. 

Remarkable. The century following the 
peaceful end of the Cold War and the 
liberation of the captive nations may wit¬ 
ness population losses for Europe that 
exceed those of two world wars and ri¬ 
val those of the Black Death of the 14th 
century. 

European Man is an endangered spe¬ 
cies. By 2050, Russia, the fourth most 
populous nation in 1950 will be 15th 
behind Egypt, and far behind Congo and 
Tanzania. The only Western nation in the 
top 14 will be the USA. But most Ameri¬ 
cans will then trace their ancestry to Asia, 
Africa and Latin America. 

Since 1914, all the great European 
empires - British, Erench, German, Rus¬ 
sian, Italian - have vanished. All the great 
armies and navies have melted away. All 
are being invaded and repopulated by 
African, Asian and Middle Eastern peo¬ 
ples they once ruled over. And almost all 
of the native-born populations of Europe 
are aging and passing away.

The resultant 
theoretical synthesis has been termed culture-gene 
co-evolution. This model holds that changing cul¬ 
tural environments, far from eradicating selective pres¬ 
sures operating on human populations, in fact cre¬ 
ated novel and far more intense selection pressures, 
the result of which was accelerating rather than de¬ 
celerating evolution. 

There is evidence that the differential success of 
cultures was playing a role in differentiating 
populations for significant traits, such as general in¬ 
telligence, as long ago as 20,000 years. The study of 
Rindermann and co-workers (2012) found that a 
number of Y-chromosomal haplogroups [racial types- 
Impact], which presumably spread concomitantly 
with cultural developments in the Upper Pleistocene 
and Holocene, are robust predictors of contempo¬ 
rary IQ differences between nations. This suggests 
that ancient cultural expansions were playing a key 
role in shaping population differences in general in¬ 
telligence from this point on in Western history.

Exceptional cold and also variability in 
climate brought with it exceptional sur¬ 
vival challenges, such as the need to 
cope with environmental complexity, to 
hunt novel and more elusive prey, the 
presence of novel predators, diseases and 
even other Homo species (Neanderthals 
and Denisovans), who were in direct 
competition with the ancestors of mod¬ 
ern Eurasians for essential resources.

These challenges were to a large ex¬ 
tent cognitive, hence would likely have 
favoured the evolution of higher general 
intelligence amongst the ancestors of 
contemporary Westerners as well as 
North-East Asians. Thus natural selec¬ 
tion for higher intelligence in response 
to cold winters and climatic variability 
in Pleistocene Europe can be described 
as having ‘set the stage’ for the evolu¬ 
tionary sequence that culminated in the 
rise of Western civilization.
